Method of Non-coded Processing Chinese Characters 
and hiput Keyboard thereof 



Disclosed is a new method of inputting Chinese characters and a Chinese character 
input keyboard designed with said method, characterized by that it exploits the 
intrinsic structural features of Chinese characters. By following the customs that 
people recognize Chinese characters and the rules of selecting Chinese radicals, 
the method adopts a form of non-coding Chinese characters and only requires 
correct discrimination and utilization of the classified pattems and radicals of 
Chinese Characters. A corresponding Chinese character is inputted merely when a 
word-choosing key is pressed according to the set of words displayed on a monitor. 
The advantages of this method are easy-learning, less memorizing, well visualizing, 
simple operation and suitable for ordinary people to use. This method can apply to 
Chinese typewriter, input terminals of telex and fax machine. The method can also 
apply to computer Chinese character editing and printing systems, the terminal 
equipment of computer Chinese Character input systems and other terminal 
equipment of using Chinese Character input means. 
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
